vice-president, and J. H. Galbraith 
of Ponoka, secretary-treasurer. 

Resolutions 

The convention went on record 
as declaring itself opposed to day¬ 
light saving time unleSs it is adopt¬ 
ed on a national basis. 

Delegates also adopted a brief 
prepared by T. E. Garside, Edmon¬ 
ton city solicitor and a chairman 
of the union’s legislative commit¬ 
tee for submission to the royal 
commission on provincial- mun¬ 
icipal relations by the union. 

Delegates voted 40-11 to have 
municipal councils study a- res¬ 
olution requesting the provincial 
government to lower the age limit 
from 21 to 19 for voters in civic 
elections. The resolution was in¬ 
troduced hi Aid. P. N. R. Mor¬ 
rison of Calgary. 

Another resolution, originating 
from Calgary, asked that the pro¬ 
vincial government assume a 
greater portion of the costs of in¬ 
digent services. However, it was 
pointed out that this had been in¬ 
corporated in the orief tQ be sub¬ 
mitted to the royal commission. 

The City of Red Deer asked that 
the governmerfl bear the total cost 
of highway construction and make 
an annual grant to the munici¬ 
pality equal to the average annual 
provincial highway maintenance 
cost. The resolution was approved.

About 
two inches of snow covered the 
ground Tuesday morning. Since 
the snow, very heavy frosts have 
been experienced at night.

Amongst the conscienceless exhausting class of 
time delinquents are the Lates and the Almost Lates.

In 1941 
they motored back to visit the 
family here and it was during that 
visit that the big celebration of 
their wedding anniversary was 
held. On that occasion, a son, P.W. 
drove up from Oklahoma to add to 
the family gathering. A family re¬ 
union is planned for next summer. 
Their children include P W. of Ok¬ 
lahoma City, who is professor of 
business administration at the Un¬ 
iversity there; Mrs. Lucy Lockett 
of Forest Grove; Mrs. Reatrix 
Prater of Brant; Floyd of High 
River.

out the aid of glasses. Mrs. 
Swartz, who firmly believes that 
Liking care of a home, children 
tnd husband are the vows a wo¬ 
man takes when she marries, still 
does all the household work. Even 
baking bread is not considered a 
lost art in this household^ In leis¬ 
ure moments Mrs. Swartz does 
very fine crochet work. 

“The comfortable brown shingle 
house is quite different from the 
first home the couple had back in 
Kansas in 1879. That small sod 
house had a shingled roof and was 
furnished with bed and table made 
by Mr. Swartz, a rocker, 3 straight 
chairs and a stove bought from the 
store. A set of dishes and a wash 
board completed the household 
goods. A yoke of cattle was the 
start of farming equipment. 

“There were good times and bad 
times in those early years” recalls 
Mrs. Swartz. “The winter of 1885 
was very hard. Snow came before 
com stalks could be cleared from 
the field where the new wheat crop 
had been sown. It was April before 
any work could be done ” Then the 
couple went together into the fields 
with their 5-year-old son Wini¬ 
fred. As they worked they taught 
the small boy hi* multiplication 
tables, and today he is a professor 
of business administration." 

Basis of-Marriage 

The reporter who interviewed 
them asked the'r opinion on in¬ 
creasing divorce, and Mrs. Swartz 
is quoted as saying: "Marriage is 
a matter of give and take. People 
are not really acquainted when 
they marry. They have to work 
hard to make it a success. Young 
people nowadays don’t want to do 
that. Tliev don’t take marriage 
seriously enough.” 

Mr. Swartz added as an admoni¬ 
tion to young couples: “Never get 
to where vou feel sorrv for vour- 
self.” 

Early History 

.Mr. Swartz was bom on a farm 
near Finley, Ohio, and went with 
his parents to Illinois in a covered 
wagon. He was five years old and 
remembers the sold ers returning 
from the weary battles of the Civil 
war. When he was 14 the faniilv 
moved to Kansas walking most of 
the 600 miles beside the prairie 
schooner 

Mrs.. Swartz who was born in’ 
Pennsylvania went to keep house 
'for her father who had moved to 
Kansas to prepare a home for the 
. rest of his family to follow. She 
was just 16 and it was then that 
the two families "neighbored.” 
with the resulting marriage of the 
young people. 

Mr. and Mrs. Swartz moved 
from Kansas to Oklahoma, then to 
Oregon and from there to the Al¬ 
berta prairies where they lived for 
almost twenty years.

(old Weather 
Cautions 

The Canadian Institute of 
Plumbing issues the following pre¬ 
cautions in prospect of cold weath¬ 
er emergencies. ’ 

1. Don’t try to thaw out frozen 
water pipes with an open flame. 
The only way is to use hot cloths. 
Master plumbers and heating con¬ 
tractors have equipment which 
wilLthaw pipes out with an elec¬ 
tric current. 

2. Don’t use a plumber’s torch 
to thaw pipes. In inexperienced 
hands, the torch may be a danger¬ 
ous instrument. It may cause fire 
or explosion. 

3. Don’t use lye, potash or drain 
solvents to thaw out frozen water 
pipes You risk serious injury to 
yourself or to workmen who may 
try to undo damage you have done. 

4. Don’t assume that frozen 
pipes will thaw unaided as the 
weather gets warmer. When pipes 
freeze, call a plumbing contractor 
at once. The damage caused by a 
frozen pipe which bursts may far 
exceed the cost of having it thaw¬ 
ed out by a plumber. 


Meat Price 
Ceilings Off 


—Ceilings on meat were lifted on 
Oct. 22, and also ceilings on oats, 
barley and screenings. At the 1 
same time subsidies on grain for 
livestock were discontinued. 

The few grain freight assistance 
will be maintained till July 31, 
1948. This will aid movement of 
feed from west to east. 

The subsidies paid on grain used 
for livestock were 25 cts a bush¬ 
el on wheat and barley and 10 cts. 
on oats. 

The prediction of temporary In¬ 
crease in meat prices has been 
modified by the further prediction 
that much stock has been held on 
fafms because of the packers’, 
strike, and when this comes on to 
the market in volume it is likely te 
keep prices down. 

The five and a half week strike 
involving 14,000 packing house 
employees of Canada, ended Fri¬ 
day. The order was for all locals 
to contact their management about 
return to work 

Canada’s two new weather bur¬ 
eaus in the Arctic send out bulle¬ 
tins to Ottawa 4 times daily.

And Butter 


(From Peterborough Kxami,ner) 
Canada is the only important 
civilized country in which margar¬ 
ine is banned by Act of Parlia¬ 
ment. 

Margarine would certainly be 
cheaper than butter. It would be in 
competition with butter—but why 
should the dairy industry have a 
monopolv in a land of so-called 
“free elite*, rise’ ? 

England has had margarine al¬ 
most since its invention in France 
in the 1860’s; its uses before and 
dur ng the war very great, yet the 
dairy farmers are among the most 
prosperous .farmers in Britain, and 
so great is the demand for butter 
that the English market has for 
decades been the mainstay of Dan¬ 
ish, Dutch, Irish and New Zealand 
producers. Incidentally, New Zea¬ 
land allows and encourages the 
production of margarine, eve.. 


Burns ind Company have been of- 
fened wage increases of 7 cts. an 
hour. The Union Jtad called for a 
17 cent increase. Swift Canadian 
settled for 10 cts. an hour. 

The close of the strike brought 
with it indications that meat would 
go up to consumers with all whole¬ 
sale prices advancing.

one-qtiarter of the whole dairy in¬ 
dustry. 

It is interesting- to note that the 
dairy men themselves are placing 
more and more emphasis on the 
production of cheese; since 1939 
the amount of butter produced has 
declined consistently (a decrease 
if 1814' million pounds) and cheese 
manufacture has increased stead¬ 
ily—a total increase since 1939 of 
6(1.663,000 pounds. 

The editor of The Ottawa Farm 
Journal says thftt lifting the ban 
on margarine “would not benefit, 
to any extent or for any length of 
time, any other large group, of 
Canadians" (other than the 
t;>argarine manufacturers). Has 
margarine been of no benefit to tne 
ordinary British housewife or to 
her husband’s purse? Is.it of no 
benefit to thousands of New York¬ 
ers where the price is only a third 
the price of butter? 

ButteT dropped one cent in 
wholesale price last week, but this 
may be only temporary.
